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Canada Needs Population 


Although the results of the census of Canada taken in June last have not 
yet been officially announced, sufficient information is available to establish 
the fact that the figures of population are going to prove highly disappointing 
to those people who, basing their calculations on the yearly return of immi- 
grants entering the Dominion, had expectations of seeing a very substantial 
increase in the number of people in Canada. 

Fach recurring decennial census in Canada brings the same disappoint’ 
ment. Between one census and the next, hundreds of thousands, yes, mil- 
lions of immigrants are reported as having entered the Doninion. The vital 
statistics likewise report the fact that tle number of births exceed deaths 
by many more hundreds of thousands. Yet when the census is taken the 
people which are supposed tebe here, and presumably ought to be here, are 
not in evidence. ‘They came here but they have disappeared. The question 
which demands an answer is: Where have they gone, and why? 

The Canadian Council of Agriculture, which has been giving some study 
to this problem, in a statement recently made public, poinis out that, accord- 
ing to the returns of the Department of Immigration, no less than 1,812,836 
immigrants came to this country between April 1, 1911, and March $1, 1921, 
which corresponds with the census period; also chat during this same period 
births in Canada exceeded deaths by 1,140,000. In other words, that from 
these two sources there should be an increase in Canada’s population of 
2,962,836, which would bring the 1911 census of population of 7,206,643 up to 
10,159,479 in 1921 As a matter of fact it is now confidently predicted that 
the census of 1921 will not show nine million people, and possibly not many 
more than 8,500,000. 

On all sides the statement js heard that Canada needs a larger population; 
that the future of its railways, the ability to carry and ultimately pay off 
the huge national debt, depegds upon the development of its natural’ re- 
sources, and that such development can only be brought about by a large 
infiax of people to do the necessary work. The need for a strong, aggressive 

_immigration policy is, therefore, urged. True, there are.a few voices raised 
in opposition to sucli a policy, but they are ina minority. 

The writer of this column agrees that such an immigration policy is 
necessary, and that Canada’s efforts to secure settlers of the.right type should 
not be spasmodic, but permanent, well organized and continuous. But in 
the light of past immigration returns, repdrts of. vital statistics, and census 
takings, it is apparent that something more than getting people to come to 
Canada is needed The adoption of policies that will keep them here seems 
to be required above everything else. 

If Canada cannot retain its native-born sons and daughters it is idle to 
expect new people to come and stay here. Clearly there is something. wrong 
somewhere. If our native-born had remained at home, and if we had retain- 
ed the large percentage of incoming immigrants during the past quarter of a 
century, Canada’s population today would be double what it is, and, like 
eompound interest, the future increase would be rapid. 

Party politics can find no place for discussioa in this column. ‘There 
are plenty of forums for the discussion of such polities, but this is not one of 
them. But policies in the broad meaning of the term—that is, the science 
and business of government as distinct from party organization, shibbolot'.s 
and particular policies—haye a proper place here 
or true,;patriot can properly neglect: them. 

It is our conviction, then, that while Canada does need the riost wide- 
awake, progressive and aggressive immigration policy that can po. sibly be de- 
vised, and that full advantage should now be taken of the opp: tunity which 
presents itself throughéut the world owing to the desire of m illons of people

to emigrate from the old world countries, the first step i. the framing of 
Canada's immigration policy should be a determination 0. the causes of ihe

Large Storage Elevators Are Found in 
Many Towns. , 
The average grain capacity per sta- 
tion for the whole of the Province of 
Alberta amounts to over 110,000 bus- 
hels, as compared with 89,000 bushels 
for Saskatchewan, and 58,000 bushels 
for Manitoba.
